The' 
messages, wore in relation t&Vthe public 
lantl laws nnd the navy' personnel bill 
and a recounting of the president's vis-it 
to inspect tho Panama 'canal,. The latter 
message Hitructed grfint interest because 
it was elaborately illustrated 
showing 


the work on the greatwaterway in its 
various 'stages. It was in the form of n 
v«ry entertaining ftory pf.thc president's 
visit. As it w.is road the senators fol- 
lowed it closely from handsomely bound 
copies which had been laid upon 
their 


desks. 


VISITED AT WORST'TIME. 


The president in his message said in 


part ns follows: 


In the month of November-I visited 


the Isthmus of Panama, going over the 
canal zone with considerable cure; and 
also visited the 'cities of Panama and 
Colon.

SANITATION' 
PROBLEM. 


The problem nf sanitation ha» been 


n most important one. 'flic Isthmus had 
teen n by-won! for dendly unhcnltlifiil- 
ness. No\v, nftcv two years of our occu- 
pation the conditions as regard* sickness 


, .and the deatli rate compare favorably 


' 


death has occurred in the past tlireo 
months, whereas in an average city, in 
the United' States the number of_deatlis 
for a similar number of .people in'-that 
time would have been about thirty from 
disease. This very remarkable showing 
wm"not of course pe.nnnnontly obtain, 
but it certainly goes to' prove "that if 
good cara is taken tlic Isthmus is not a 
particn.Jan}y.'unhe:iltliy ploc:'. In October 
of the 10,000 negroes on the roll 86 died 
from disease; pneumonia being the most 
destructive disease, and malarial fever 
coming. second. 
The difficulty of exer- 


cising a thoro supervision over the col- 
ored laborers is of course greater than' 
is tho case among the whites, and they 
nve also less competent to take care of 
themselves, which accounts for the fact 
that their death rate is so much higher 
than .that of the whites, in spite of the 
fact that they have been used to similar 
climatic conditions. Even among . the 
colored employes it will be seen that 
the death rntc is not- hij;h. 


In addition to attending to the health 


of the employes, it is of course neces- 
sary to provide fi5r policing the zone. 
Tin's is done by a police force which .at 
present numbers over 200 men, under 
Captain Shnnton. About one-fifth of the 
men are white and the others biack. 


There "seemed to me to be too many 


saloons -in ttio y.one: but the'- new high- 
license law 'which goes into effect on 
January 1, next will probably close four- 
fifths 
o"f them. 


UNJUST CRITICISM, 


Core and forethought have been exer- 


cised by the commission, and nothing has 
reflectc'd more credit upon them-, than 
their refusal either to go ahead«jtoo fast 
or to be deterred by the fear of criti- 
cism from not going ahead fast enough. 
It is curious to note the fact that many 
of the most severe critics of the com- 
mission criticise them for precisely op- 
posite reasons, some complaining '.bitter- 
ly thnt the work is not in a .more ad- 
vanced condition, while the others com- 
plain that it has been rushed with such 
haste that there hn's been 
insufficient 


preparation for the hygiene and comfort 
of the employes. As a matter 'Of faet 
neither criticism is just. It would have 
been impossible to go quicker than, the 
commission has gone, for such -quickness 
would have mcnnt insufficient -prepara- 
tion. On tho other hand, to refuse to do 
anything until every possible future con- 
tingency had been met would have caus- 
ed wholly- unwarranted delay.

They 
kcpp healthy and no difficulty Ir, experienced 
with ,them In any way. As might be expect- 
ed, with labor as high priced ns at prosent 
in the UDlted States, It has not so far proved 
practicable to Rot any ordinary laborers from 
the United Statin.

DEATH RATE IS'. LOW. .

deaths of every kind among the employes 
of the Isthmus. There \yere then on the 
rolls 5,500 whites, seven-eights of them 
being Americans.

two died of disease, and 'as it happened 
neither man was ntt"American1. Of the 
e.OOjO white Americans,, .including some 
IjSflp. women and.children,-not a single 


auothor country with a yellow skin. 
Our 


business Is to dig the camil as efficiently and 
nn quickly ns possible: provided always that 
nothing Is done thnt is Inhumane to any labT 
orers. and nothing that interferes with1 the 
wngea of or lowers the standard of living of 
our own workmen.

.State Aid Apportioned — 8H3.00O OTor

MADISON, Dec. 17—State aid amount 


ing to $1,669,034 was apportioned among 
•the 
common schools of Wisconsin by 


State Superintendent C. F. Cnry 'Satur 
day. This is $113,000 more than was dis- 
tributed last year. The money is raiscc 
by a seven-tenths of a mill tax on a! 
taxable property in the state, by $200,- 
000 from taxes derived from railroads 
receipts from sales of swamp lands and 
fines paid for penal offenses. 
The appor- 


tionment is based on the number of per- 
sons of school age, 4 to 20. years, rem'd- 
ing in each district. 
There were 772,684 


persons of school age in' the state this 
year, .as-against 773,857 last year. The 
state superintendent 
accounts for the 


decrease on tlic theory that the .census 
last year was padded.

At one time several

jclow. Then the larger per cent.of the 
bodies were- exhumed and removed 
to 


Mound cemetery. Tho boys dug a hole 
and buried'the bones.

an inch, so ttiat the joining is strong. 


Now procure a length of clothes-line 


rope and commence to crochet the flan- 
nel strips over the rope. This is begun 
in the center, like any crochet wheel for 
n chair back. A large wooden crochet 
hook may be obtained from a needle- 
work shop. The stitch of double crochet 
is used to cover the rope with the cro- 
cheted flannel. As you go along the. cro- 
.-•Jij* is inserted into the previous row, 
so that the circle grows with every pull 
ol the needle. In using two colors the 
paler shade should be used until the cir- 
cle is about a foot across. -Then' use the 
darker shade until you have gone five 
times around the ring. Heturn again to 
the paler color, repeating the alternate 
colon* until the flannel is all used up or 
the rug is the desired size, leuving the 
darker shade txt the edge of the rug, 
writes Mabel Tuke Pricsthmri in Wom- 
an's Hom» companion.

Interesting Document Expected to be

WASHINGTON, Dec. 15.—Tfie coming 


week will be a Koosevelt week in that 
more than at uiiy time even since the 
beginning of the present session of con- 
gress the president will, hold public, at- 
tention by bis utterances upon public 
questions. He will have a half dozen 
messages to .congress during the three 
days of next week before congress ad- 
journs 'lor the' holiday recess. Pannma

which startled congress with 


the suggestion'that the president be.au- 
thorized to make removals of army and 
iiaval officers without the interposition 
of the ordinary trial by court martial. 
1'hefie messages coupled with' the liter- 
ary industry exhibited by the president 
in" meting the Storer charges kept him 
before the country most of the tinvo1 the 
last two weeks. Now he will surpass 
these records by issuing 'a half dozen of 
his unique and interesting messages on 
subjects in'which he is personally and 
deeply interested. 


His Panama, canal message, recount- 


ing'his personal observations and opin- 
ions resulting from actual contact with 
life on the isthmus, fully illustrated, will 
be the most notable document of the 
kind ever given from the white house to 
congress and the country. His reply to 
the resolutions of the senate on the 
Brownsville incident is expected to si- 
lence the critics and to contain the pre- 
cise facts xipon which he based his re- 
markiable and unprecedented action of 
discharging from .the army three com- 
panies-of men.

CONSDaPTION: FROM MILK 


German Profwor HvlfeTen Hnm»a«-Thni 


Contract Dr»d Dli«»«. 


STKUTTGART, Germany, Dec 
14.— 


(Special.)—Professor- Von Behring read 
a paper before the Society for the Care 
of Sick in the Colonies on his method of 
treating tuberculosis. 
According to his 


view consumption is the "last verse ol 
the song of'which the first verse was 
sung in the infant cradle." In other 
words, he believed that the 
tubercle 


bacilli find1 their way into the human 
system through inilk. 


His theory directly contradicts Dr. 


Robert Koch's doctrine that tuberculosis 
milk is not dangerous and that consum 
ption in most cases is contracted througl 
the inhaling'of germs. Prof. Von Beh 
ring holds that the germs reach 
tho 


lungs through the lymphatics nnd blood 
vessels. He paid a high tribute to Dr 
Koch as the 'discoverer of the bacillus 
of tuberculosis, but 
contradicted 
him 


flatly in the matter of tuberculous milk 
which1 Dr. Koch considers to be almosl 
harmless. 
' 


Prof. -Von Bchring snys that the germs 


from tubercular, cattle are more dan- 
gerous than the'germs from a 
human 


being. His experiments, he declared, 
showed that persons who were very sen- 
sitive to Dr. Koch's tuberculin test do 
riot, in some -cases, harbor tuberculosis 
germs at all. 


He thought that the present measures 


against spitting were good on-- general 
principles , but he denied Dr.- Koch's 
vie wthat the spread of consumption can 
be prevented by destroying the sputum. 
The method of his treatment of chil- 
dren is prophylactic, the children to be 
made immune through a diet of im- 
munized milk.

William G. Anderson, in chfirge of, the 
Yale gymnasium, announced in the Yalo 
Alumni Weekly the result of an investi- 
gation of the amount of tobacco smok- 
ing done by Yale freshmen last year and 
the effect of such smoking on the heart, 
height, weight, strength and lung capac- 
ity of the freshmen. 


Of the 383 members in the class of 


'09, 143 were smokers, and Prof, Ander- 
son had personal interviews with 122, ol 
the smokers. Of this number thirty- 
five acknowledged they smoke a 
pipe 


only, seven cigarettes only, two cigars 
and' cigarettes, five pipe and cigars, for- 
ty-seven pipe 'and cigarette, nnd seven- 
teen pipe, cigar and cigarette. 


Of the 122 men, 110 smoked in- their 


prep schools. Of 112 freshmen smokers, 
31 percent: were above 
the 
freshmen 


average in weight, height, lung capacity 
and strength tests.' while G7.8 per cent. 
wcfc below the average. 
, Over half the smokers were above th« 
average in strength and height, but con- 
siderably more than half were below in 
weight and lung capacity.
